anpouncing that afier o fierce bombardment
the French attacked and carried the Mamelon
and White Tower. The allair was conducted
with the greatest gallantry on both sides, and
the loss of life has been very great, but no
figures are given.

Who can
iloubt but that he was purely and wholly deve-
ted to his country, and still in all his acts we
see the same feeling., Mark his memorable
words, “Place none but AxEricaxs on goard
to-mght.”” If foreigners couldl not be trusted
then, for their loyalty to republican institu-
tions, how can we trust them new ? It he fear-
ed rheir attachiment to royalty then, why may
we not fear their antagonism to republican go-
vermment now 7—No doubt there are in the
present day,some few men wholike Lafayette,
could apprecinde Liberty and Freedom, but
they are now as they were then, the exeception,
net the rule, hence the same necessify exists
to-day, of placin but Americans on
guard, or in other words, place none but na-
tive-born citizens to rule over us, and guard
us. Faets show this no new doctrine. What
caused the constant troubles between the Kings
of Euglund and their nobles, which eventually
brouzht about that fumous charter of rights and
privileges, so much as the constaut appoint-
ment of Foreigners to oflices of honor in the
realm, and admitting them to a voice in the
government.

slower still to act. Were we not so young at
the business, we would recommend a conven-
tion, to meet at Harrisbarg on Tuesday, the
7ih of Angust. to consist of all the editors and
publishers of Peunsylvania. Take them all in
all, they are the hardest worked, poorest paid,
best looking €6t of men we know-of —and
certainly have a right to see cach other once
in & generation.—as: wel as to discuss and
artange the general interests of the Press.—

Posr-Orrier Apvses.—Complaints against
the management of our Post-Office details are
growing very common, and fully justify the
assertions that the Post-Office Department of
the United States is the worst managed of any
in the civilized world. The instances in which
letters and packages of iiportance aremislaid
or missent are so numercuas that to publish
them all would occupy colums. One of the
latest published fuilures of duty on the part of
the Post-Office, bowever, we copy from an ar-
ticle on Post-Office matters in the Syracuse
Chrondele of the 8th inst. It is as follows:—

‘ On the 9th of March last, a package was made
up at the Onondago County Bank in this city, and
torwarded to the American Exchange Bank. in the
City of New York, through the Past-office. It eon-
tained a draft for $208 50, another for S1.000. an-
other for 360 40, and an accepiance for S1000. The
package did not arrive at the time expected. and
the officers of the Bank, after due iuguicy, wrote to
tho New York Postmaster onee or twice in regard
to it, but that funetionary did not deign to answor
the letters. The drafts were made good, and the
matter was set down to profit and lToss and almost
forgotien. when a note incloging tho drafts was re-
ecived from the Roek City Paper Mills, in Sarato-
ga County. Theletter was destroyed. but the drafts
wore preserved by mere aceident. The note con-
tnining them, was dated May 23, and stated that
the letter came in o mass of other materials from
Buchanan & Parsons, No 16 Beckman strect, who
received it among refuse papers, wrappers, &e..
from the New York City Post-Office.”

in the Boston Post-Office, lately some eigh-
teen or twenty letters, addressed to some of
the most respectable houses in that city, were
found lying in the cellars, having been care-
lessly thrown there by somebody, as so much
waste paper.  DBut the Herald publishes an in-
cident having relation to Post-Office manage-
ment, which calls if possible for still louder
censure, indecd for strictinvestigation. Itsays:

“A gentloman residing in this eiiy, a few days
since. wrote a letter and diveeted it to « friend in
the rountry—put a stanp on it, and sent it to the
Past-tffice  In a fow hours it was returned to
him, enclosed in a weapper, with a note from the
Postmnaster. stating that there was no such Post-
Office in the United States.

Now. how did the Postmasier find out whao sent
thisletter? Thegentleman himself cannottell and
wo certainly cancot.  Was the seal broken? and if
20, what rizht had the Postmaster to break it ?”
